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SCARLET FEVER SHOWS 
A DECREASE 


———F— 


That there had been a welcome decrease in 
the number of notifiable diseases in the 
county during the month of: December was 
reported by. the County Medical Officer of 
Health, Dr. J. A. Harbison, at a meeting of 
Dublin County Board of Public Health yester- 
day. Scarlet fever showed a decrease, there 
being only 15 cases, which was 10 less than in 
November, In Dundrum and Shankill, in 
particular, the epidemics had abated. 

The cases of scarlet. fever reported during 
the period of December were fairly evenly 
distributed throughout the county, and the 
continued prevalence of the disease in the 
County Borough of Dublin so taxed the 
present hospital accommodation that their 
practitioners had found difficulty in obtain- 
mg immediate institutional treatment for 
their cases. 

School medical inspection disclosed an all- 
round reduction in the number of defects, 
while there was a distinct improvement in 
the general cleanliness of the children. The 
forty-four children classified as suffering from 
malnutrition did not show the reduction one 
would wish. 

_ During the month eleven midwives were 
inspected, and the reports were satisfactory: 
although in one case he had reason to doubt 
if the midwife, who complied with the rules 
and regulations of the Central Midwives’ 
Board, was really physically fit for the efficient 
discharge of the duties. 

Mr. T.. Rollins said that he had reason to 
believe that the midwife in question was 84 
or 85 years old. He understood that she had 
a small pension, and if she did not sit back 
in her arm chair now he did not know when 
she would do so. He was pleased to note that 
the case came up in the report.

‘" It is proposed to refund to registered coal importers the 
amount which can be shown to the sabia rás of the Revenue Com- 
missjoners to have been paid as Customs duty on coal held in stock 
by such importers as at midnight on Friday, Jaitiary 24th. 


‘“ The Government s intention in arriving at this decision is 
that the public should get the full benefit of the abolition of the duty

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‘Some days ago I interviewed a deputa- 
tion from Dublin hell-men, 
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excess of those obtaining last- year. They 
pointed out that in February, 1935, they 
were able to purchase a quality of Con- 
timental coal at 25s. 6d. per tor, and slack 
at 16s. per ton. When the Coal-Cattle Pact 
was concluded, they stated, they were re: 
quired to pay 35s. per ton for British coal, 
and 25s. per ton for slack from the same 
source. lo-day the prices which they are 
required to pay vary from 40s. to 5Qs. per 
ton for coal, and per ton for slack, 
These prices show an enormous increase— 
from 60 per cent. to 100 per cent.—on those 
at which: coal could be purchased from Con- 
tinental sources last year, and the deputa- 
tion, some members of whom had from 
twenty to thirty years’ experience of the coal 
trade, were emphatic in stating that the 
quality .of the coal supplied to them was 
definitely inferior to that previously supplied 
to them. They produced samples of coal 
which they stated they were forced to accept 
at the coal-yards, and an inspection of these 
samples showed clearly that the coal—if some 
of it could be so described—was of an ex- 
tremely poor quality. 

‘From inquiries which I have made per- 
sonally from a number of sources, I am 
satisfied that a pone quality of coal is being 
imported for sale, mainly to poor families. 
Tins fact would be sufficiently serious to 
warrant governmental intervention to ensure 
that coal of good quality was imported 
but, when high prices. are being charged tok 
low-grade -coal, and needy families are being 
compelled to pay such prices for such a neces- 
sary article, particularly in the present Arctic 
conditions witch prevail, it is imperative that 
speedy action should be taken by the Govern- 
ment to ensure an adequate supply of. coal 
of good quality at prices within the capacity 
of the people, and particularly the poor, to 
pay. 

‘It appears to me that the grant of a 
monopoly of the Irish market to British 
collieries is being availed of to dump a poor 
quality coal on the market in which they 
have secured a monopoly, and, protectéd 
against competition from’ other countries, the 
British collieries are apparently availing of 
the opportunity to charge prices for their 
products which they eould not obtain in an 
open market. To add to the grave hard- 
ships which are being inflicted unon the 
people they are being compelled to buy 
British coal which bears a tax of 5s. per ton, 
originally imposed to exclude it from the 
Free State market, and are denied the oppor- 
tunity of purchasing tax-free coal from. other 
countries at prices which, even apart from 
the tax, are less than those fixed by the 
British colleries. 

“In the circumstances I would ask that 
immediate steps be taken by the Government 
to safeguard the interests of our own people 
against the exploitation from which they are 
at present suffering.” 


“THE KING LIVES ON” 


“The King passed peacefully away last 
evening at 11.55 o’clock.”’ i 

“The King arrived in London this 
morning from Sandringham.’’ 

Two Court Circulars issued last night, 
the former from Sandringham, the latter 
from St. James’s Palace, gave dramatic 
emphasis to the meaning of the phrase: 
‘The King is dead—long live the King.” 

In one simple sentence the death of King 
George V. was announced anew to the 
nation, which still grieved from the recent 
news of his passing. The other equally 
simple told how King Edward VIII. ha‘ 
succeeded him. 


SANDRINGHAM CHANGE 


One change was made at Sandringham 
House yesterday. Since the days of King 
Edward VII. the Royal staff have worked 
to a time-table half an hour in advance 
of Greenwich mean time, and the practice 
was continued by King George. Yester- 
day, on the instructions of the new King 
and Queen Mary Sandringham returned 
to Greenwich time. . 
The old system was introduced by King 
Edward VII. in order to get more daylight 
for his shooting parties.

It has been customary 
for three gun carriages to be used in Royal 
funerals—one for England, one for Scot- 
land, and the other for Ireland. The 
English gun is kept at the Tower and the

There was no information in official 
quarters in Dublin yesterday as to what 
arrangements, if any, would be made for 
the proclamation in Dublin of the new 
King. Neither could it be ascertained 
what plans were being made for the repre- 
sentation of the Free State Government 
at the funeral of King George. 

As to the proclamation of the new King, 
it is, of course, unlikely, in view of the 
changed situation in the Irish Free State, 
that there will be any ceremonial of the 
kind which was observed on the occasion 
of the accession of the late King. At that 
time the Irish Privy Council was in being 
and was summoned to a special meetin 
at Dublin Castle, at which all the members 
were entitled to be present. The formal 
proclamation was there read, and after- 
wards Ulster King of Arms (Sir Nevill 
Wilkinson), mounted on horse-back, visited 
various parts of the city, accompanied by 
other officials of the Office of Arms and 
an escort of cavalry, and repeated the 
formal proclamation, 

Another matter which will arise at once 
will affect the position of the Governor- 
On the occasion of his appoint- 
ment to the office in November, 1932, Mr. 
Buckley took the two oaths stipulated— 

‘King 
George the Fifth, his. heirs and suc- 
cessors according to law ”; and the other 
to “ Well and truly serve His Majesty 
King George the Fifth in the office cf 
Goverrior-Genéral of the Irish Free State,”” 
It is understood that Mr. Buckley will 
have to be re-sworn, the new King’s style 
and title being substituted for “ King 
George the Fifth.” :

HE annual report, submitted by the 
il Secretary (Mr. Maitiu de Buitleir), 
at the meeting of the Federation of 
Saorstat Industries, which was held yester- 
day in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, stated 
that the past year had been one of consider- 
able difficulty; but these difficulties demon- 
strated, beyond any doubt, the need for 
their Federation. The  rapidly-changing 
economic and industrial conditions of to- 
day made it impossible for any manufacturer 
tv carry on with the methods of even ten 
years ago. In the constantly changing and 
whirling industriai wor!d the Federation was 
essential for safeguarding the interests of 
their national manufa2turers. 
The most important and far-reaching item 
of factory legislation introduced during the 
year was undoubtedly the. Conditions of Em- 
ployment Bill. To a greater or lesser extent 
it affected all factories. A sub-committee of 
the Council of the Federation had 
critically analysed ihe bill and sub- 
mitted appropriate amencments to the 
Minister, and most of them had 
been incorporated in the bill as it stood to- 
day. The measure had not yet been passed 
by the Oireachtas, but its progress was being 
carefully watched, and efforts were being 
made to render it more satisfactory. 

The Council had been invited to submit evi- 
dence to the Banking Commission set up, 
and they had appointed a sub-committee to 
examine the subject and submit a memoran- 
dum cf proposed evidence. The Council, 
however, could not see its way to accept the 
Committee s metnorandum, but the Commit- 
tee presented the memorandum to the Com- 
mission as representing their own views. 

The Federation was also represented by 
Mr. P. L. McEvoy on the Committee set up 
to examine and report on what changes, if 
any, should be made in the laws relating to 
Patents and Trade Marks in Saorstat 
Eireann. 

At the annual International Labour Con- 

ference in Geneva the Federation had been 
represented by Mr. M. W. O'Reilly. 
During the year many meetings of special 
groups of manufacturers—what with greater 
accuracy might be called vocational meet- 
ings—had been held. Jt appeared to be 
clearly established that the future internal 
organisation of the Federation would je 
along the lines of vocational associations. 


CLOSER CONTROL URGED 


Dealing with the control of manufacture, 
and foreign companies, the report continued: 
Though this Act was introduced and passed 
at the direct instigation of the Council cf she 
Federation, yet, in its present form and in all 
its provisions, it does not command the 
approval of the Council. The loopholes are 
too many, and the ease with which some of 
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PENETRATION 
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its provisions can be circumvented is appall. 
ing. Compliance with the strictly legal require- 
ments of that Act does mot necessarily mean 
a nationally controlled industry. In many 
cases of firg that have complied with the 
terms Of that Act the national directors are 
mere dummies; they may be in a majority 
on the board of directors, but they have not 
the slightest authority in reality; they have 
not power even to sign a cheque; they have 
not power to appoint a Saorstát representa- 
tive of that, presumably, nationally-owned and 
controlled concern of which they are nomin- 
ally directors; they have power only for the 
purpose of chrrving out the instructions they 
receive from the external controlling head 
office. Though they are nominally directors 
of a nationally-owned and controlled concern, 
they are, really, employés of an external in- 
dustrial organisation; their appointment as 
directors of the Saorstét branch of that 
external business organisation is nothing more 
or less than a thinly designed attempt to 
throw the cloak of native industrialism around 
that Saorstát branch of a foreign firm. 

This must be changed. During the past 
year the Council were engaged in collecting 
data and suggestions on which to base 
amendments to the Control of Manufacturers 
Act, 1934, the deficiencies and limitations of 
which are now so glaring. These suggested 
amendments would endeavour to ensure that 
all this camouflage as to national control 
would cease; that dummy directors on behalf 
of foreign firms must go out of birsiness ; that 
the writ issued by a áin head office will 
not run in the presumably nationally-con- 


trolled Saorstat branch of its business; that. 


national directors of a Saorstat firm must 
not depend for their tenure of -office on being 
paid officials of a foreign business organisa- 
tion, and that legal compliance with the 
terms of the Act will mean something more 
than business equivocation. For that pur- 
pose the active aid and assistance of every 
member of the Federation is sought, and it 
is anticipated that the incoming Council will 
be able to push this most important matter 
to its conclusion with reasonable rapidity. 


FOREIGN PENETRATION 


‘The Council had before it during the year 
a constant stream of complaints of the fcreign 
penetration of our industrial life. In some 
cases it was pleaded that the terms of the 
Control of Manufacturers Act, 1934, had been 
complied with, and that, therefore, the firm 
was now a national one, and the question of 
oreign penetration did not arise. As already 
indicated, such compliance with the Act of 
1954 is frequently camouilage of the most 
obvious kind. In other cases foreign firms 
made attempts to enter an already saturated 
market, in which native firms are quite

A very large part of the 
wn in Ireland, so that the brewery is an 
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State Ministry of Agriculture the firm have for 

years conducted experiments with a view to improving the quality and increas- 

ese experiments have met with considerable 
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community. Other instances showed that the 
foreigner was seeking the aid of Saorstat 
firms to aid him to jump inside the tarift 
walls. In practically all cases it was found 
that there was no real need for this foreign- 
owned or controlled factory in this country, 
but through the operation of some of our 
peculiarly lop-sided laws some were enabled, 
or permitted, to come into a country where 
they were not needed. It is the considered 
opinion of the Council that the only effective 
method of dealing with sugh a situation !s 
for the Government to appoint a Consultative 
Council of national manufacturers who would 
advise in all such industrial matters. All 
those serious and most yer questions 
and complaints which the Council had to deal 
with during the past year would be obviated 
by this method. 

One of the many subjects attended to 
during the year was that of the income tax 
payable on profits re-invested by the pro- 
prietor in his business. This matter was 
raised in the Senate in July last by Senator 
Douglas, a member of the Council; the 
members are already fuily conversant with 
the manner in which the Minister for Finance 
dealt with the various points, and further 
reference need not be made to it on this 
occasion, 

Another very important matter was the 
raising of the valuation on house property 
assessed under Schedule A for income-tax 
purposes to five-fourths of the poor rate 
valuation (Section á, Finance Act, 1935). 
The City of Waterford and the town of Ennis 
will probably escape general re-valuation in 
the forthcoming valuation, because they have 
been valued since 1923. It is contended that 
much of the newer house property assessed 
under Schedule A has been built since that 
year, is valued on a basis similar to 
Waterford and Ennis, and should, there- 
fore, escape increased valuation, being like 
Waterford and Ennis already high enough. 
This is a matter of first-class importance to 
many members of the Federation. 

Whea the Finance Bill (1935) was intro- 
duced it was found that there was a pro- 
posed duty of. Sd. per gallon on light hydro- 
carbo oils. As this would materially affect 
roduction costs in factories, where crude or 
Yiesel oils are used as prime movers, the 
matter was taken up strongly by the Council 
on behalf of such members, and resulted in 
this acdition to factory costs being removed. 

All members are aware of the anomalies 
of the Pankruptcy Laws in Saorstat Eireann, 
and of some of the methods by which un- 
discharged bankrupts can avail themselves of 
the operations of the Companies Acts to start 
again in business, and hide from prospective 
suppliers previous bankruptcy. This matter 
was examined by the Council, and strong re- 
presentations were made to the Government 
on this important subject.

that the necessity for the Federation as the 
watch-dog of national industrial dev elopment 
increases day by day. 


THE CHAIRMAN’S 


REVIEW 

Jiniipinnes 
ACHIEVEMENTS AND SOME 

PROBLEMS 


At the commencement of his speech, the 
Chairman, Mr. Joseph Milroy, referred to the 
loss they had sustained in the death of Mr. 
R. J, Duggan, who, he said, was an gctive 
member of the Council and an earnest worker 
for industrial development, and was associated 

with a number of important industries. Their 
loss was shared by every member of the 
Federation. 

Moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts, Mr. Milroy said 
that the year 1935 would stand out as 
memorable, as it had brought them into close 
grips with industry in every aspect of its 
development. He felt that the time was past 
when it was necessary to justify their existence. 

Continuing, he said—The day of propaganda 
work for the sale of native products is prac- 
tically ended. Propaganda organisations 
have still important work before them, but 
they must adopt different methods to meet 
the changed conditions. Their efforts must 


| be directed to consolidating the national gains 


and holding the field of industrial enterprise 
for our own people. To a great extent the 
future lies with the national manufacturers, 
and in our economic emancipation the nation 
relies on them to build up our industrial arm 
and lead the nation as far as possible to in- 
dustrial self-sufficiency. It is only by 
binding our national manufacturers in 
an organisation governed by a council 
of responsible men to voice their views 
that we can become an effective national 
force. I submit that our Federation fulfils 
that function, and I would lke to pay a 
tribute to my  Council—all successful 
jndustrialists—for the unselfish manner in 
which they have applied themselves to serve 
the interests of our members. Our Federa- 
tion is numerically and financially strong, 
and is accepted by the Government as the 
representative organisation for the manu- 


| facturers of the State. We look forward to 
| expanding the organisation and bringing our 
‘members more into commercial and social 


contact with each other, and we rely with 
confidence on their loyal support in the im- 


‘portant work that hes before us.

couniry. The admission of non-nationals to 
the extent that has been done tends to lower 


our national prestige, and undermines con- 


fidence in national endeavour, 

The concern of the Federation as a national 
organisation, in regard to penetration of non- 
nationals, is not a selfish one. Our aim is 
to make our activities in the industrial 
sphere part of the greater plan of national 
development, and that development is made 
more difficult while non-nationals occupy 
such a large part in our industrial life. Our 
pelicy is sufficiently broad not to impair in- 
dustrial efficiency. When an industry 1s 
essential for national requirements but beyond 
the capacity or experience of our own people 
we welcome non-nationals to undertake it. 
We also look with a kindly eye on industrial 
ventures by non-ni itionals where the intention 
is to develop a substantial export trade. On 
the other hand, we oppose vigorously the ad- 
mission of non- ‘nationals, openly or covertly, to 
engage in industries in which our own people 
are qualified to undertake. To permit our 
home market to be exploited solely for the 
purpose of material gain by external interests 
would chain “us permanently to a state of 
servile dependence, 

While protesting against the growth of non- 
national control, I suggest that we should not 
be too hasty in our judgment and place the 
full blame on Government policy, but rather 
examine the national conscience, and see in 
how far other causes have contributed to 
bring about the unsatisfactory position. 
The Government, with a large heritage of 
social problems, in an atmosphere of distrust 
from many quarters as to the ability of our 
own people, accepted on a generous scale non- 
nationals to engage In manufacturing 
industries and construction work with a view 
of dealing with unemployment. It did not. 
however, neglect constructive legislation for 
national industrial development. ‘The Act for 
the Control of Manufacturers, and later its 
amendment, was passed to restrict the imeur- 
sion of non-nationals. . Various boards and 
committeés were . appointed to advance 
national industrial interests, and the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce was divided 
inte sub- departments to deal with matters 
attecting industrial requirements. 


LACK OF CO-ORDINATION 

I ask you to examine the activities of the 
various boards and departments and see in 
how far they are assisting or restricting 
nationals in playing a creditable part in 
national reconstruction, I submit that a 
careful analysis will show that there is lack- 
ing co- ordination of effort and co-operation 
in making the national interests paramount. 
While further legislution is necessary to 
make the Act for Control of Manufacturers 
effective, I am convinced that machinery 
exists for sound national industrial develop- 
ment, but its functioning depends upon the 
people, our representative boards, organisa- 
tions, and our departmental officials. 

The Minister for Industry, twelve months 
ago, in an address to the Universities Elec- 
trical engineer, said ‘‘he looked forward to 
the Industrial Research Council harnessing 
our available engineering skill to a solution 
of our industrial “problems, that it should co- 
ordinate the efforts of all associations engaged 
in the investigation and discussion of scientific 
engineering problems, and, generally speak- 
ing, get all technicians to come together and 
bring their genius and ability to a co-ordin- 
ated effort to solve essential problems.” lt 
would be interesting to learn what lead the 
Research Council has given us, to what ex- 
tent has it succeeded in harnessing our en- 


gineering skill to a solution of our industrial 
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engin firms, an unpardonable 
germ h made. Again, we all know 


the mamber of new companies sponsored by 
external interests that have found no difficulty 
in raising Irish capital. _ In this respect I 
ask you to examine the national claims ol 
some companies whose capital issues haye been 
underwritten by our Industrial Credit Com- 
pany. 

Our Federation represents ae of 
money invested in native industry. Every 
advance made by our members strengthens 
our economic independence. We do not look 
for anything that. militates against national 
development, and we balance the interests of 
our members. by the interests of the nation. 
We do not want to be caught out, however. 
We do not want to see firms ostensibly com- 


plying with the Act for Control of Manufae- 


turers, but controlled externally, or to see 
valuable contracts feaviny the country if our 
members are capable of undertaking them. 
I have dwelt at some length on foreign pene- 
tration because I know it is a matter upper- 
most in the minds of our members. 


DUTIES AND TAXATION 


Turning to the position of national manu- 
facturers, the Chairman said that the ever- 
increasing imposition of duties, while it pre- 
pared the way for new industries, created a 
certain amount of disorganisation in existing 
industries. Members of the Council had, how- 
ever, met industrial groups, examined their 
difficulties, and prepared their cases for sub- 
mission to the Department of Industry and 
Commerce. The position with regard to 
issue of licences had considerably improved 
this year, but there was still congestion at 
shipping stores, which often delayed deliveries 
for a considerable time. 

The. heavy taxation, said the Chairman, 
continues to restrict the progress. of 
manufacturers. Profits are _ re-invested 
in capital expenditure for the building of 
factories or for their equipment with modern 
machinery. Tt is regrettable that our Minister 
for Finance takes such a narrow view of dif- 
ferentiation of taxation between re-invested 
profits in capital expenditure for industrial 
development and profits retained for personal 
enjoyment, It may be said that it is not done 
in other countries, but until we arrive at 
industrial maturity taxation at the present 
scale is a serious handicatp to rapid progress. 
Kase thé burden of taxa a ap on the progres- 
sive manufacturer and ydu do more to stimu 
late and expand successful industrial enter- 
prise by nationals than 'State loans or sub- 
sidies will ever accomplish, 


THE WORKERS 


The charge against national manufacturers 
of exploiting cheap labour under intolerable 
conditions has nearly worn itself out, We 
have challenged those responsible for these 
charges to prove them, but so far no proof 
has been furnished. No doubt, in the large 
number of industrial concerns now in opera- 
tion there may be a few who do not come 
up to the required standard, but they are 
the exception. We hold no brief for such 
firms, and would associate ourselves with 
any action necessary to bring about better 
conditions for the workers in such concerns. 
Wages and conditions of employment in this 
country compare more than favourably with 
similar industries in other countries. 

Unfortunately, strikes continue to take 
place, and workers, quite satisfied with the 
terms of their employment, are compelled to 
leave and join in strike parades, which are 
so much in evidence.  Inter-trades union 
disputes often involve the employer in matters

with which he has no concern, and demands 
are made upon him to dismiss workers be- 
cause they are not members of a particular 
union. Trades unionism carried to this extent 
is gross intimidation, and a menace to 
the workers, the employer and the State. 
It is the duty of manufacturers, as much in 
the interests: of their workers as of them- 
selves, to run their industries efficiently and 
vconomically, They must keep pace with 
modern requirements, or they cannot sur- 
vive. Their right to do this is challenged 
by trade union demands. To create anta- 
gonism between the manufacturer and the 
worker without just cause strikes at the well- 
being of the State and retards healthy social 
development. 

The unemployment problem: still awaits 
solution. It is a matter of grave concern 
to see large masses of the people per. 


ee ee on 


manently in demoralising idleness. Boys 
leave school and grow to manhood without a 
chance of becoming good citizens. This is 
not a problem peculiar to this country; it is 
a world-wide problem, and will have to be 
faced, not by manufacturers as such, but by 
responsible men drawn from all classes, con- 
scious of social obligations. To instil into 
the minds of the people that the manufac- 
turer is the root cause of social distress is 
base deception. 


A SECOND CHAMBER 


Legislation affecting the industrial interests 
and discussions in the Dail on industrial 
matters have been carefully considered. We 
share in the general anxiety of the experiment 
of Government by a single Chamber, and 
express the hope that with’ the passing of 
the Senate a Chamber will be set up on 
vocationai lines, with some power of restrict- 
ing legislation cf a revolutionary character. 


The Conditions of Employment Bill was a 
matter of major importance. A deputation 
from our Council discussed with the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce the bill clause 
by clause. We put before him the manu- 
facturers’ viewpoint, and a number of amend- 
ments in its passage through the Dail made 
it more acceptable. When this Act comes 
into force it will place additional burdens on 
the backs ef the manufacturers. W hile 
accepting the bill, and anxious to discharge 
our social obligations to the full, there is just 


the danger that in our present state of 
development too heavy a burden may 


be demanded from us for social services. 
We at present contribute to Health Insur- 
ance, Unemployment Insurance, Employers’ 
Liability, Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions, 
and when the Conditions of Employment Act 
comes into operation we shall have shorter 
hours, for which no reduction must be made 
in weekly earnings for workers, payment for 
public holidays, and annual leave. 

To sum up, the year has been a year of 
sound practical work for industrial develop- 
ment. In spite of the staggering burden of 
taxation and the fierce competition from 
external interests which have entered into 
industry, our national manufacturers have 
made steady progress. 


GOVERNMENT 


Mr. M. W. O'Reilly, seconding, gaid that 
he was particularly struck with the portion 
oí the report dealing with the important sub. 
ject of bi-cameral or came svstem of 
government in this country. The President 
had been very wise in bringing to their notice 
the system of government that would be 
adopted in the future, 

“Heretoíore,” continued Mr. O'Reilly, 
“we have had a bi-cameral system, and, while 
it might not have been all we would desire, 
we, nevertheless, felt that in a bi-cameral 
system we have certain safeguards which 
would prevent,. or might prevent, the possi- 
bility of revolutionary legislation taking place, 
and of such revolutionary legislation air 
rushed through without the people of the 
country having a reasonable opportunity to 
consider the implications or reactions of such 


| 


legislation.” 
rhe speaker, continuing, said that their 
body was non-political, and it was from no 


' political viewpoint or bias he stressed that 


aspect of their President’s report, but rather 
,out of consideration of the interests of their 
people and their Federation, As employers 
they had, and must necessarily be regarded 
as having, a very important stake in the 
country, and consequently, in a world which 
was changing from day to day, they could 
not look calmly upon the possibility of find- 
ing themselves ha ra a system of government 
which would revolutionise their entire method 


of government, -their stake in the 
country or their control in industry. 
Those were possibilities which, he .sub 


mitted, apart from what government might 
be in power, the uni-cameral system 
was likely to impose on them or rush over 
them. He felt that the Federation should 
definitely give a considered view as to the 
advisability of either bi-cameral or uni-cameral 
system of government, apart altogether from 
any political tinge that might be attempted 
to attach to the expression of that view. 


BUSINESS INTERESTS 


As business men they must necessarily con- 
sider the interests of business in the country, 
and in doing so it could not be charged that 
they were considering them from a purely 
selfish point of view. As business men they 
must recognise that the things that were 
going to affect the well-being of this country 
must. necessarily affect the people who were 

oing to be their customers, and consequently 
in the long run affect them. They were at. 
the parting of the ways, and if the Federation 
was to accept its responsibility and duty, and 
act loyally by its own people and the people 
of the country, it must fulfil its obligations 
and express its opinions, whether those were 
opinions generally accepted by the entire mass 
of the people or accepted by only a small 
portion. The courage of the Federation would 
be decided. possibly on that occasion. 

Continuing, he said that he thought 
it was an unfair and improper thing. 
for the industrial life of this country 
to be held up, or that the industrial 
activities of any citizen should be held: up 
because, forsooth, there was trouble betweeu 
two different unions. oe

MR. SUMMERFIELD’S PLEA 


Mr. F. M. Summerfield said that after the 
experience of the past few years it was really 
amazing that industrial activity had developed 
as it had, when, as must be admitted, politics 
in this country had been an obsession and 
that they had been run by professional! 
politicians, the businessmaa as such having 
very little chance to determine the things 
affecting his industrial endeavours. 

The country was, or ought to be, above 
party, but now they were faced with. 
position that there would be just one legis- 
lative assembly, in which the elected repre- 
sentatives (moryah) would have to act as 
they were told by whatever party was i 
In such circumstances it was really 


power. 
vital that there should be some way by 
which the industrialists should have some- 


thing to say about the matters which would 
affect the activities in which they invested 
their time and their capital. 

Those of them who had to find capital, and 
who had to tackle the problem of production, 
knew that capital was a very shy thing. He 
wondered how much more industria! develop- 
ment would be possible if there were not this 
haunting fear that when one started some- 
thing one was not going to be allowed to de 
velop it in a natural, healthy way, but that 
somebody would have the power of veto over 
the things that one “was trying to do. 


POLITICAL MACHINE 


Mr. O'Reilly, he continued, had done splen 
did work in stressing the necessity of some- 
thing happening in their political machine 
which would permit of those things which 
affected industry bein’ submitted to industry 
in some way before they were enacted. 

On the question of labour, he said that 
this country could not affora dislocation of 
industry, whether due to a strike or a lock- 
out. He thought that the Federation was 
entitled to try so to arrange things with the 
Government that the strike and the lock-out 
would be relegated to oblivion in this country, 
and that there should be some machinery 
which would enabi- a dispute, no matter 
who was at fault, to be submitted to arbitra- 
tion and settled without the dislocation of 
the industry concerned. 


SENATOR’S VIEWS 


Senator McEllin congratulated the Chair- 
man on his address and said that he was in 
entire agreement with it. He also approved 
the sentiments uttered by Mr. O'Reilly, but 
strongly resented the spirit of the statement 


made by Mr, Summerfield, who had 
talked of politicians as such, and 
said: that this country was obsessed 
by politics, He felt that it should 


be remembered that their public representa- 
tives were elected to the National Assembly 
by. the majority of the people. This 
organisation had commanded the respect of 
the people of the country for its great 
national work, and he thought that in tack- 
ling the question of a uni-cameral versus a 
bi-cameral system it should be done in. the 
spirit of the Chairman's speech. He did 
not think it proper that the position should 
be prejudiced by a suggestion that they were 
likely to have revolutionary legislation, be- 
cause of single chamber government. It 
was well. known that their present leader, 
since he had taken up constitutional methods 
had adhered rigidly to them. It was well 
known now that he would be a bulwark 
against revolutionary tactics from any quar- 
ter. 


NEW CONSTITUTION 


He would advise that assembly, rather 

than to go into long arguments as to the 
merits or demerits of single or dual chamber 
government, to remember that a new Irish 
Constitution was about to be drawn up, and 
that in the new Constitution they had no 
right to assume, from any word that the 
leader of the country at the present time 
had said would lead them to apprehend that 
he was in favour of single chamber govern- 
ment. He, Senator McEllin, believed and 
hoped that the new Constitution would not 
be gy Be Ae to the people. 
The Chairman said that, although appre- 
clating what Senator McEllin had said, he 
still thought it absolutely necessary that 
they should express their opinions on all 
matters so important as this. 


SAFEGUARDS 

Mr. Doyle said that this was not a matter 
cf. politics. It was necessary to safeguard 
their interests. They might have some other 
Government in the future, and there was 
n> assurance that a future Government might 
not abuse its power when once that power 
was given to it. The Widows’ and Orphans’ 
tax was a very fine thing in its way, but at 
the same time he held that industrialists 
should not be asked to take on themselves 
the whole burden of providing for the widows 


.and orphans. The provision for that fund 
ee: divided among the people of the 
country.

Mr. T. C. M. Eason said that he was

Constitution, whether they were to have a 
Second Chamber or a Single Chamber. A 
Second Chamber was essential, provided that 
they had on it what he might call members 
of the Federation. 

Regarding flax-growing, he said that he 
did not believe that Russia was the bugbear 
of flax cultivation in this‘country. If he had 
anything to say in the matter as far as flax- 
spinning was concerned, he would have it in 
a centre convenient to the factories. 

Mr. J. MacMenamin pointed out that some 
members of the Federation were using 
foreign-made paper in their business. 

The Chairman. said that the practice was 
to be condemned, but they should not be too 
hard on the members, because he believed 
it Was done innocently. He would ask some- 
one to move a resolution on the single 
chamber question to go forward to the 
Government. 

The motion that the report and statement 
of accounts be adopted was carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. F. H. O'Donnell said that it was a

be acceptable, in so far as the wording of it 
was merely an expression of their view on 
the system, and not an expression of their 
view as upon any political party, because 
that Council had studiously avoided entering 
into the realm of politics.

conduct the affairs of the Council in a strictly | 
nou-political manner, bearing in mind that } 


the nation’s interests were above politics, and 
it was on that basis and on that principle 
that they had acted all along. 

lí their actions had appeared to be political 
in the eyes of some people, they had not been 
political in their eyes, nor in their minds or 
motives. They had been guided purely in the 
national interests in the desire to uplift the 
nation and the well-being of the people who 
belonged to the nation. These, and these 
only, were their considerations. 

Consequently he thought that he might 
submit the resolution for eonsideration, as 
expressing the view of a very important 
section of their people—the leaders of the 
industrial revival. : 

The resolution read :—~ 

‘That it was the considered opinion of 
the Federation of Saorstat Industries that 
a bi-cameral system of government was 
best suited to the needs of their people; 
and that they urged upon their Govern- 
ment the advisability of maintaining that 
system by creating a Second Chamber, 
representative of the vocational interests 
of their people; 

That ,resolution would, he felt, hurt no- 
body's political feelings, and he was perfectly 
certain they could not be accused of leaning 
towards one party or the other, 


A SUGGESTION 


Mr. P. J. Fleming said that the resolution 
committed them definitely as to whether they 
believed in one or two-Chamber Government. 
The majority there, he might say, had not 
got down to a consideration of which was the 
right or wrong system, and he would not 
express an opinion without mature considera- 
tion. He suggested that an expression go 
forth that it was the opinion that the present 
Government, before doing anything really 
drastic or revolutionary for the future, should 
weigh well and take into consideration the 
opinions of the business men, and of those 
people who had sound opinions. If, after 
having done that, the Government had still 
& certain opinion “on a particular line which 
might not necessarily meet with all our 
Pf abe then we will have to put up with 
it. 


It was a very serious thing for them to 
commit themselves on a matter which they 
had not really considered. 

Mr. F. M. Summerfield formally seconded 
the resolution. 


EXTRAORDINARY 


Mr. J. Griffin said that it was extra- 
ordinary that a number of business men 
would propound a proposition that a discus- 
sion, Or expression of opinion on a uni- 
cameral or bi-cameral Government was not 
politics. He thought that such a proposition 
was mere childishness. It was futile to say 
ib was not political, and he suggested as a 
way out of the dilemma that an opportunity 
be given to the members to consider the 
matter, and, if necessary, the Federatiou 
should call a special meeting. 

The President, Mr. J. Milro , Said that he 
thought the Federation would not be doing 
its duty on the matter if they did not put 
forward the resolution. It was a matter of. 
immediate concern for all of them. He 
trusted the present Government implicitly, 
but the question that must be considered 
was that of another Government coming into 
power that might abuse those powers. 


THE AMENDMENT 


Mr. F. H. O'Donnell proposed as an amend- 
ment that the decision on the matter be 
deferred until members of the Federation had 
an opportunity to consider it. It was defi- 
nitely politics to his mind. 

Mr. O'Reilly accepted the amendment, and 
a further meeting will be called to discuss the 
matter at some future date. 


Mr. F. H. O'Donnell proposed the re- 


election of the auditors, Messrs. Kevans and 


Co., and paid a tribute to Mr. Butler, 
secretary; Mr. McInerney, assistant secretary, 
and Mr. M. J. Cranley for their services

MR. LEMASS 


Mr. Sean Vemass, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, responding to the toast, said 
that he thought it but right that he should 
begin by paying tribute to the Federation of 
Saorstat Industries, and particularly to its 
Council, for the very great progress made by 


‘their organisation since its inception, and 


particularly during the past year. 

_ The Federation of Saorstat Industries was 
In many ways symbolical with Irish industry 
itself.. It was a young movement, with all 
the energy and all the ambition of youth, 
and in a very short time it had put its own 
importance to that’ nation beyond question. 

In a personal, as well as an official way, 
he had had intimate contact with members 
of the Council of the Federation, and he 
had found among them none of that con- 
servatism which one might reasonably expect 
jn an organisation of employers. On the 
contrary, they had been always very recep- 
tive of new ideas, and had shown an out- 
look upon matters of social policy that was 
a very hopeful augury for the future of in- 
dustry in Ireland. 

He wished also to bear testimony to the 
manner in which they had helped the Depart- 
ment of Industry during the past year, both 
by their suggestions and constructive criti- 
cism, whenever regulations or legislation 
affecting the interests of their members had 
been under consideration, He hoped their 
organisation would progress as satisfactorily 
in the future as heretofore. : 


PROGRESS 
Referring to Irish industry, the Minister 


said that the Li made during the past 
year was not less than in any year since the 
Federation's inception. Not merely had 
existing industries continued the very rapid 
development which had been the outstanding 
feature of recent years, but also during that 
period many new industries had been estab- 
lished for the first time here. If in some 
respects achievement had been less than their 
hopes it was due to the fact that their hopes 
were high, and not that achievement was not 
considerable. 

Perhaps, the greatest achievement of the 
year had been the final disappearance of the 
mentality which regarded the develop- 
ment of Irish industry as an ex- 
seriment — a aseful Senge, perhaps, 
uf nut very thikely to succeed. 
There were, he thought, none now who 
would question the desirability or the 
practicability of developing their industrial 
possibilities to the fullest extent. - And with 
the added force of general approval and 
good-will, the movement to that end—a 
movement for the development of their 
industrial resources—would, they trusted and 
believed, make still more rapid progress in 
the coming year. 


THE REVIVAL 


The description heretofore applied to that 
movement for the development of their in- 
dustrial resources—the industrial revival— 
was, he thought, no longer appropriate to 
their work. The industrial revival had 
happened. Their work no longer was to 
revive something which had died, but to 
direct the growth and the development of 
something which was very much alive. 

The progress which had already been 
made, the material results which had been 
achieved, had created an industrial organisa- 
tion which had earned, and which now com- 
manded to the fullest degree public con- 
fidence, and which was “so vigorous and so 
much alive that future development would 
come as a matter of course. 

He did not say that the time had yet 
arrived at which the function of the Govern- 
ment to stimulate and. to encourage those 
proposing to open new fields of in- 
dustrial enterprise could be neglected. 
The exercise of that function was, and for 
a long time to come would be, the primary 
purpose of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce; but direct Government stimula- 
tion of industrial enterprise was becoming 
less and less necessary. The success already 
achieved by the pioneers of the industrialisa- 
tion campaign, many, if not all, of whom 
were there present, was the best possible 
stimulus to new efforts 


NEW FUNCTIONS ' 


The Government, however, had now the 
opportunity, ns well as the obligation, to 
give increasing attention to its other 
functions in relation to industry. The 
function of regulation was necessary in the 
public inte,est; the function of criticising 
where criticism was called for; the function 
of pruning where unhealthy growths might 
retard the development of the stronger 
plants, 1f industrial development gave them 
merely a number of new factories and new 
opportunities of employment for their people, 
it would have conferred advantages upon the 
nation. But they wanted more than that. 
They wanted factories which would be as 
well equipped, as efficiently managed and 
well designed as any in the world, subject 


to the limitations imposed by the extent of 
their markets. 
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- FACTORS 


They wanted goods that i tion 
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would be competitive in quality and price 
with any they could buy elsewhere. 

Above all, they wanted conditions of their 
employment in their factories which would 
give them the full benefit of their establish- 
ment without any of the evils which’ had 
been associated with intense industrialisation 
in other countries. 


THE AIM 


Industrial development has had a social as 
well as an economic purpose. They had set 
out and worked not merely to provide the 
country with a stronger and a balanced 
economy, not merely to Yedress their adverse 
balance of trade, not merely to lessen their 
former dependence upon external trade, but 
also, and primarily, to assist them in their 
fight against poverty and unemployment, 

It was their purpose to equip the nation 
with resources that would enable it to secure 
for all its citizens a standard of living con- 
forming to Christian ideas; to enable them 
to abolish destitution and the moral weak- 
ness that it produced so that a stronger and 
healthier race would develop. 

‘““We have worked so that by providing 
diversified opportunities for our people we can 
give them greater scope to develop their in- 
ditegial abilities.” With a self-contained 
nation we can develop and order a civilisation 
different to that which we see elsewhere, 
based on the well-being of our citizens. 

“We wish to see the workers in Irish 
f ctories regarded not merely as factors in the 
cost of production, but as human beings with 
human hopes, and human ambitions; the per- 
sonal part of their lives left outside the 
factory working hours, and entitled 
a AA faht. to reasonable security 
in their employment, and reasonable leisnre 
in which to develop their individual talents. 
It is for that purpose that the Conditions 
of Emplovment Bill is now finding its way 
into the Statute Book—a measure which it 
was hoped to make a model for similar 
measures relating to other occupations. It 
is for that purpose that we have urged and 
encouraged industrialists to put their fac- 
tories within sight of the countryside, so 
that the concentration of population in con- 
gested cities shall be arrested and human 
happiness promoted thereby. 


CONDITIONS OF WORK 


“There are some of us who would lose 
interest in such matters as the Conditions of 
Employment Bill and the centralisation of 
industry, and I therefore appeal to the indus- 
trialists here present, on whom the obligation 
to fulfil that policy in a great measure will 
fall, to co-operate willingly to that end, not 
merely in their own interests, but also in the 
interests of the whole nation. As we rely on 
them and their co-operation in improving the 
conditions of the employed, so to a much 
larger extent we must rely on them to im- 
prove the lot of the unemployed. 

‘‘Unemployment is a product of modern 
civilisation, and the factory system thar p-re- 
vails in all countries, and a solution of it, or 
a means of easing it is the present end of 
all Governments. Here in Ireland, for 
various reasons, unemployment may be a 
problem of smaller dimensions than in other 
countries, but, nevertheless, it is of sufficient 
magnitude to justify the adoption of extra- 
ordinary measures for dealing with it. The 
solution in the long run is the absorption cf 
the workless in productive occupation, and 
for thit purpose the development of industry 
offers the brightest prospects. 

“HH we can put four men working wheré 
three men now are employed in industry 
industrial unemployment as a problem will 
have ended. That, I think, is not an impos- 
sible achievement. It can be done, and it 
will be done if industrial progress continues 
at the same pace as in recent years, and new 
industrial projects now in contemplation can 
be brought to fruition. 


HOUSE-BUILDING 


“Government plans for the stimulation of 
house building and the promotion of public 
works will accelerate the provision of work, 
but it is upon industrial progress that we 
must rely to accelerate the process olf 
recovery. 

“I ask each industrialist present. to make 
it his ambition for 1936 to secure an increase 
of twenty-five per cent. during this year in 
the number of workers employed by him. 
Many of you have been able to record a large 
increase in the past year, but in every in- 
dustry there is still substantial room for ex- 
tension.. A realisation of that ambition, there- 
fore, is a practical possibility 

The Government realised fully that there 
were Other difficulties to be removed before 
industrial development could proceed to prac- 
ticability scuaaaly and, in particular, they 
realised that the capacity of the home market 
to support industrial expansioh depended 
largely upon the prosperity of agriculture. 


THE BASIC INDUSTRY 


Agriculture was the basic industry of this 
countiy, and tnust remain so if economic 
organisation was to be as firm and sound as 
they wished to see it. The farmers had 
suffered seven lean years. The world de- 
pression in agriculture began in 1929, and 
continued without interruption until recently 
it was coupled in our case with grave and 
exceptional circumstances, which had aggra- 
vated the position, and had reduced the 
purchasing power of the agricultural popula- 
tion. The worst of it, he thought, was over 
Due to external circumstances and partly to 
measures adopted here to meet the situation, 
recovery appeared to be on its way. Im- 
provements noticeable during 1935 would, he 
honed, continue during the present year. 

Support of the savicultaee! industry during 
its period of difficulty had necessitated the 
imposition of burdens upon non-agricultural 
classes, but those burdens would be, and ha‘ 
been, cheerfully borne in the realisation of 
the fact that agriculture played a vital part in 
the economic life of the country. The pros- 

erity and progress of the country in the 
future would depend upon maintaining the 
progress and prosperity of the agricultural 
industry. 


PROSPERITY 


There were no grounds for pessimism, nor 
for any doubts as to the future of their 
country. All the factors making for pros 
perity—considerable natural resources, to a 
great extent not fully exploited, and public 
confidence in the ability of the country to 
make good—were all present. 

Every index, which experts used to test a 
nation’s progress, was pointing in their 
favour—increased commercial banks’ clear- 
ances of bills, notes and cheques last year. 
increased railway receipts, rising deposits of 
Post Office Savings Certificates, increased em- 
ployment, increased activity in the capital 
market—all those were showing that Ahey 
were moving in the right direction, 

It was true that they had a long way to 
go. Many difficulties had yet to be over- 
come, many problems had yet to be solved, 
They could face all the problems and diffi- 
culties with confidence. and when they looked 
upon them later they would seem insignifi- 
cant. No matter how intricate those 
problems might appear, they would prove not 
so insoluble if tackled with courage and the 
determination to succeed. Their problems 
to-day in the main were problems of organisa- 
tion—the organisation of existing resources to 
the best advantage of their people, so 
that wealth .and prosperity might be 
promoted. On that vital — organisa- 
would depend the whole

ing, part.

INDUSTRY AND ART 


Mr. Dermod O’Brien, K.H.A., replying, 
pleaded for a link between industry and art. 

Mr. Hubbard Clark also spoke. 

Mr. N. P. McEvoy, also responding, said 
that the Chamber of International ‘rade 
looked on the Federation as the custodian of 
national interests im the great industrial 
revival which was taking place im _ the 
Saorstat. 

The founding of the Federation, and its 
recognition by the Government as an 
advisory body on industrial affairs, . were 
impor'ant steps in the planned programme 
which was being unfolded to them day by 
day. In the ultimate fulfilment of that pro- 
gramme the Federation was bound to play a 
large part, and it was gratifying to see that 
the national industrialists of the country were 
fully conscious of the fact. The Irish 
Chamber for International Trade hoped that 
they might be of some service in helping to 
achieve the success of that plan. 

“Irish industrialists have in the past 
looked with suspicion on. Chambers 
of Commerce,” said Mr. McEvoy. 
“This attitude was not without good 
cause, because such Chambers were 
mainly interested in. the — distrrbution 
of foreign-made good in this country. Their 
eyes were fixed almost entirely on one country 
—a country that was supplying us with most 
of the goods which we | 
are now, making for ourselves. 


WIDER FIELDS 


“In the Irish Chamber fo: International 
Trade we are setting out to till wider fields, 
though we are sensible enough to look after 
the ploughed garden at our doors. Notwith- 
tania all theories to the contrary, I am 
convinced that external trade is a necessity 
for every country. Raw materials, necessities 
and luxuries which we are not able to pro- 
duce ourselves must continue to be imported. 
Surplus production must’ be exported. 
The Saorstat is not perhaps, worried 
to-day about surplus’ production, except 
In the . agriculturat industry. In_ the 
natural sequence, however, such surplus pro- 
duction in other industries 1s bound to be 
a problem of to-morrow. 

‘To-day virtually every country is bargain- 
ing its buying power to sell its surplus pro- 
ducts. In the Jrish Chamber for Inter- 
national Trade we seek to bring together the 
manufacturer, the exporter and the importer, 
so that our combined efforts may be directed 
towards achieving thst balanced economy 
which is the aim o. ar Government and 
people. 


FOREIGN MARKETS 


‘Let us prepare the ground now by acquir- 
ing a more intimate knowledge of foreign 
markets, and by cultivating the goodwill 
of ‘other countries. This work the Insh 
Chamber for Trade has already undertaken 
with marked success. We are already in 
continuous contact with forty countries, and 
in several we have arrangements made for 
permanent representatives of the Chamber’:
